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RESCHEDULING UNACCEPTABLE OF VISIT OF HANICKI FOR LATE 
MARCH ARRIVAL AND RETURN WITH BURTON, PER REFTEL (A). 

2. IT IS EVIDENT TO NIH THAT EMBASSY AND HANICKI MADE DECI- 
SION TO RESCHEDULE VISIT ON BASIS OF INCOMPLETE INFORMATION. 

BURTON WROTE TO HANICKI CONCERNING ARRANGEMENTS FOR TRIP ON 
1976 OCTOBER 5, DECEMBER 17, 11, AND 30; 1977 JANUARY 24 
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AND FEBRUARY 2. HANICKTS LETTER OF 1977 JANUARY 28, WHICH 

ARRIVED AT NIH THREE DAYS AFTER MAILING, REPORTED THAT HE 
HAD ONLY JUST RECEIVED BURTON’S LETTER OF 1976 DECEMBER 17. 

3. EMBASSY IS REASSURED THAT NIH HAS SPENT MUCH TIME 
PLANNING APPOINTMENTS FOR HANICKI IN CITIES LISTED IN 
REFTEL (C) AND THAT THOROUGH CONSIDERATION HAS BEEN GIVEN 
TO COORDINATING HANICKTS US TRIP WITH BURTON'S POLISH 
TRIP. THIS HAS BEEN EXPLAINED IN DETAIL IN ABOVE LETTERS, 
COPIES OF WHICH WERE GIVEN TO DR. CICHOCKI FOR DELIVERY TO 
HANICKI.
